be banned.”

* WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
The Japanese Diet has the right 
to question private American 
citizens in Japan, Robert Mor- 

ris, chief counsel to the Senate 
internal security subcommittee, 
said Saturday. 

Morris made the statement in 
connection with testimony by 
Japanese Professor Shigeto Tsu- 
ru before the subcommittee in 
investigation of communism in 
the United States. 


Morris said testimony by Tsu- 


yu, visiting Harvard professor, 


has paved the way for a. fresh 
investigation of communism in 
U.S. college faculties. 

Morris said there was no 
question about the subcommit- 
tee’s right to subpoena Tsuru. 
He said he was at a loss to un- 
derstand why Tsuru'’s appear- 

ance before the committee had 
touched off a itical furor in 
the Japanese Diet, 

As for the right of the Japa- 
nese Diet to do likewise 
with private American citizens 
in Japan, Morris said, “I do not 
know Japanese law. But I am 
sure they could do so.

iTV Stations Battling 
For. Released Channels 


By TSUNEO SAITO 


Television stations in Japan 
including the goVernment-con- 
trolled NHK (Japan Broadcast- 
ing Corporation) are now wag- 
ing a fierce battle in their des- 
perate efforts to obtain recent- 
ly released channels on the eve 
oe the Government’s final deci- 
sion. 


Special committees are now 
set up in the Upper and: Lower 
Houses to study the situation as 
a result of enthusiastic peti- 
tions to and pressure from tele- 
vision companies on the gov- 
ny and its related author- 
ities. 


The fierce battle started when 
five channels were released to 
the Postal Service Ministry by 
the U.S. Army, Telegraph and 
Telephone Corporation and 


‘news agencies. 


A total of 103 stations have 
filed applications with the Postal 


Service Ministry to obtain extra 


channels. 

In the Kanto area alone, 12 
stations have filed applications 
with the Ministry, trying to ob- 
tain two channels. NHK filed 
an application with the authori- 
ties to start a new TV program 
on education. In Osaka, 10 
re applied for tWo chan- 
nels. 

The increase in channels will 
bring the total number of televi- 
sion stations in Japan from the 
present 11 to a total of 112 sta- 


|tions, . 
It is indicated that half of the}. 


channels will be granted to NHK 
in view of the fact that it is 
a public organ. The rest of the 
applicants may have to scram- 
ble for the rest of channels. 

Commercial stations are op- 
posed to the current attitude of 
the government authorities. 
They are petitioning the Diet 
members daily with the as- 
sistance of financial and political 
circles. 

Main reasons why the com- 
mercial TV stations are spending 
enormous amount of funds in 
their attempts to obtain extra 
channels are considered to be 
as follows: (1) television will be- 
come more popular with the 
public than motion pictures, 
which will eventually give way 
to TV as amusement, (2) tele- 
vision is now a promising and 
prosperous enterprise and (3) 
people will read less books: and 
magazines.

tee of the House of Representa- 
tives.

Commerciat television com- 
panies fiercely protested against 
Nagata’s request. The commit- 
tee finally adopted a policy that 
the Government would’ make 
its decision as soon as possible 
in view of the importance of 
the television as a means of 
public and social education. 

NHK is now in the process of 
changing its programs, from 
amusement to education, In the 
meantime, commercial televi- 
sion companies are opposed to 
NHK on the ground that fur- 
ther increase of its channels 
would allow it to ne RSE 
the nation’s TV. 


Sibley Lauds 
Churchmen  ~ 
Of U.S., Japan 


Chairman Harper Sibley of 
Church World Service said Sun- 
day that the recent Hokkaido 
relief program demonstrated a 
good partnership between 
American and Japanese church- 
men. : 

The statement was made in 
an interview at the Tokyo 
Union Church after services at- . 
tended by Sibley and his wife. 
Mrs. Sibley was former pres- 
ident of the U.S. National Coun- 
cil of Church Women. 


The World Church Service is 
a cooperative agency throu 
which 35 Christian denomin3- 
tions extend worldwide pro- 
grams of assistance to the dis- 
tressed. It is also a major de- 
partment of the National Coun- 
cil of the Churches of Christ in 
the United States. 


Sibley said the CWS is now 
undertaking two major. jobs, 
one of which is to “help victims 
of famine, flood, earthquake or 
war” and the other, “to help 
people to come to the U.S. to 
find jobs and homes.” 

The organization last year 
donated a large amount of rice 
and other relief goods to the 
famine-stricken farmers of Hok- 
kaido. 

“In connection with the fa- 
mine in Hokkaido,” Sibley said, 
“the Service was very pleased 
by the splendid response in 


‘| Japan. We know that the Japa- 


nese raised money for the 
ocean freight of the rice and 
other material donated by the 
Christians in the United States.” 

Sibley reported that the Serv- 
ice has aided more than 10,000 
Hungarian refugees in the past 
three months. 

“A few years ago we hoped 
that the need in the world 
would grow less, but unfortun- 
ately, there are still millions of 
homeless people and we must 
do what we can to help them” 
he said. 

In connection with the relief 
program, the CWS. recently an- 
nounced a $11,500,000 goal for 
the 1957 United Appeal for 
Overseas Relief and Reconstruc- 
tion, which exceeds that of last 
year by nearly $750,000. 

Highlight of the 1957 United 
Appeal, Sibley said, will be the. 
“One Great Hour of Sharing”. 
observances on Sunday, Marche. 
31. On that day, special services” 
will be held in thousands of 
American churches.

The quarter rupee coin is 
roughly the same in size and 
purchasing value as an English 
sixpence, and. the half rupee 
similar to a shilling. 


These coins present no diffi- 
culty. It is in the changeover 
of smaller coins that difficulties 
arise, because of the impossibil- 
ity of translating exactly 192 
pies into 100 new paise. Pay- 
ment for small transactions will 
therefore have to be rounded 
off to the nearest coin. The 
smallest coin, one paisa, will be 
worth a little less than a far- 
thing. 

India is the biggest country 
in the world ever to attempt 
such a sweeping monetary 
change. 

When the East India Company 
began its career, 994 different 
kinds of gold and silver coin 
were current in India. Every 
prince and chieftain, and even 
governors, issued their own 
coinage. 


The Indian rupee in its pres- 
ent form Was first minted in 
1835 and gradually became the 
sole valid currency. 


State treasuries dnd banks 
will stock up with the new coins 

so that people can turn in their 
old. money in exchange. But 
existing coins will continue to 
be legal tender for at least three 
years. - 


Once the decimal coinage 


system has been fully estab-. 


lished, India will embark on the 
even more complicated change- 
over to the metric system for 
weights and measures. 


A small start has already 
been made in conversion to the 
metric system. Since Jan. 1, 
this year, the daily tempera- 
ture has been published by the 
Government meteorological of- 
fices in degrees centigrade 
instead of degrees Fahrenheit. 

This changeover was made 
especially to facilitate interna- 
tional cooperation during the 
geophysical year.

BUENOS AIRES—Argentine world champion Pas- 
cual Perez retained his flyweight title Saturday night 
by a first round knockout over challenger Dai Dower 


of Wales. 

A near capacity crowd of 80,-/ 
000 in the huge San Lorenzo de 
Almagro soccer stadium let out 
a scream of joy as their own 
man sent Dower down for a 
full count. 

Dower weighed 50.5 kilos 
(111.1 pounds) against 48.5 kilos 
(106.7 pounds) for Perez. 

The bout had been scheduled 
for 15 rounds. 

The knockout came at exact- 
ly two minutes flat of the first 
round when Perez let loose with 
a terrific right cross to the 
Welshman’s chin. 

Most of the Buenos Aires Brit- 
ish colony headed by Ambassa- 
dor Sir ncis Evans watched 
Dower take the full count of 10. 

It was Perez’ fourth defense 
of his crown which he won 
from Japan’s Yoshio Shirai late 
in 1954. 

Perez’ vicious punch knocked 
Dower ‘flat on his back. He 


| struggled vainly to get up, but 


the power of the Argentine’s 
terrific right cross had taken all 
juice out of the Welshman. The 
referee counted “ten and ‘out” 
and it all was over. 

Blue-clad police, who minutes 
earlier had escorted Dower into 
the ring, carried him out. They 
put him down after about 10 
yards, and he walked. unaided 
into his dressing ~ ¥ accom- 
panied by his deject Manager 
Jack Solomons and: trainer Nat 
Seller. 

Perez had gone into the fight 
a solid favorite despite the fact 
that he is eight years older than 
the 23-year-old Dower. 

When the referee had counted 
out the Welshman, Perez put on 
a joyful dance, then hurried 
over to Dower, lying sprawling 
on the canvas, to help him get 


up. 

rahe blow that felled Dower 
was the Argentine champion’s 
first real punch of the fight. 

The little Argentine, known as 
a powerful slugger, had trained 
hard, while Dower on the other 
hand did not overdo himself in 
preparation for the bout. 

Both fighters had exthanged 
light blows from the start of 
the round without scoring any 
visible damage. However, Dower 
had achieved a very slight mar- 
gin on unofficial points on the 
basis of several left jabs which 
struck Perez’ face and body. 

The knockout blow was act- 
ually the tail end of a double 
punch. 

Perez scored with a left to 
Dower’s body and then follow- 
ed through with the fight-win- 
ning blow. |

Shoyu, Toyo Spinning, Japan 
Light Metal and the shipping 
group.' Chemical shares were 
another group which displayed 
all-round strength. 

The speculative element was 
also in evidence and the spectac- 
ular gains scored by Heiwa 
Realty and Mitsui Realty sug- 
gest that many brokers and spec. 
ulators are out for a quick 
“killing.” 

However, market analysts at 
the weekend continued to warn 
the general public against un- 
due optimism as there seems

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Atomic Energy Policy 

When the United States and Great Britain set about 
the task of creating administrative machinery for the con- 
trol of atomic energy, they encountered difficulties and 
heated disputes before their setup began operating smooth- 
ly. History appears to be repeating itself today in Japan. 

The resignation of this country’s eminent theoretical 
physicist Dr. Hideki Yukawa from Japan’s Atomic Energy 
Commission this month has suddenly focussed attention on 
the stresses and strains in our own atomic energy struc-. 


ture. 


The people awoke to a series of preceding events 
which appeared to indicate confusion and lack of planning 
and direction in the nation’s atomic energy program, and 
they became seriously concerned. 


One of the basic issues has been the degree of emphasis 
to be placed upon the speed of atomic industrialization. 
Though Dr. Yukawa gave ill-health as the reason for his 
resignation—and there is no reason to doubt this—it was 
also well known that he differed basically on this subject 


with colleagues of the AEC. 


At the heart of the controversy is Japan’s fear of being 
left behind the rest of the world when the atomic revolu- 
tion comes as it was left at the post in the field of electro- 
nics, synthetic fibers, petro-chemicals and other industrial 
sciences during World.War II. — | . 

It is crystal clear that atomic energy is the future of 
Japan and the whole world. Our industries must be level 
with the other countries when this second industrial revolu- 


tion starts. 


Moreover, atom-generated electricity is the 


future answer to the high cost of thermal electricity in this 


country. 


The majority of the members of the AEC emphasized 
this view and urged early steps to import working reactors, 
beginning with atomic plants for electric power generation. 

But a group of conscientious scientists, of whom .Dr. 
Yukawa is one, argued that priority should be given to 
development and training of a large pool of atomic scien- 


tists and engineers in Japan. 


The resignation of Dn Yukawa from the AEC is to be 
regretted because it has removed from that body the main - 
brake upon the speedup policies of the majority of the 


AEC. . 


This feeling has been made the more acute by a sus- 
picion that too much impetuousness and emotionalism is 
appearing in the nation’s atomic leadership. 

This began when AEC Chairman Koichi Uda, within a 


short time of taking office, announced his support of a plan 
to generate 3,000,000 kilowatts of atom-powered electricity 


within five years. 
A short time afterward, 


the nation’s regional power 


companies announced separately and as a group ambitious 
plans for a large-scale atomic power program beyond any- 
thing ever discussed publicly in Japan up to that point. 

They are reported to have agreed to set up two atomic 
power companies—one in eastern Japan and the other in 
western Japan—as a step toward achieving’ their plan to 
generate 960,000 kilowatts in 1965.

Two Steps N earer Unity

WASHINGTON — The birth 
certificate of a Federation of 
European States was signed in 
Rome last week when states- 
men of six nations affixed their 
Signatures to two ofthe post- 


war era’s most significant trea-- 


ties. 

The first treaty provides for 
a customs-free common Euro- 
pean market, the second for a 
nuclear energy pool. Together 
they establish the international 
machinery which could even- 
tually make possible an effec- 
tive, ‘prosperous European 


union—something which Wash- 


ington has long favored. . 

The significance of the trea- 
ties is perhaps best summariz- 
ed in the words of Joseph Bech, 
Premier of Luxemburg. 

“For the first time in history,” 
M. Bech said in Rome; “the 
peoples of Europe are freely as- 
sociating themselves ether 
in a vast enterprise for the con- 
quest of progress and of pros- 
perity, substituting for their 
rivalries and economic antagon- 
isms an organization founded 
upon common interest.” 

The only sour note has been 
sounded by Moscow, which 
since the end of World War 
If has opposed every move 
toward European unity and now 
hints darkly that the two trea- 
ties were dictated by Washing- 


n. 

This is, of course, nonsense. 
The ideas embodied in the trea- 
ties are those of Europe’s own 
men of vision, and some of the 
new concepts — particularly 
economic ones—may conceivably 
pose problems for the United 
States in the future. 

Paul Henri Spaak, the chief 
architect of the common mar- 
ket, has predicted that it will 
make Western Europe the “lead- 
ing commercial power of the 
world,” the status now enjoyed 
by the United States. But 
American officials, confident of 
their own nation’s economy, are 
not concerned with economic 
competition if from unity a 
stronger, more viable Europe 
will emerge. 

The United States has held for 
years that European unity was 
not only advisable but ineyit- 
able. I remember being told in 
1952 by a key American official 
in Paris that “a new spirit is 
growing in Europe today—a 
European spirit—and with it 
the hope for adequate security, 
economic well-being, and a life 
of dignity through inter-Buro- 
pean cooperation.” 

The man who mate that 
statement was William -H. 
Draper, Jr., then President 
Truman’s special representative 
And at virtually 
the same time the man .who 
succeeded Truman, and who 
was then head of the North 
Atlantic Treaty forces in Europe 
—General Eisenhower — was 
writing: 

“The unification of Europe . . . 
is the only possible way of 
creating reasonable security, 


and insuring, at the same time, 


the improvement in  bivi 
standards that 
western civilization. Therein 


‘Hes the real answer to the 


threat of communistic inunda- 
tion. It is not enough to know 
that our combined ' resources 
outweigh those of the Soviet 
dictators. What matters is our 
ability to use them in the best 
possible way for our security 
and well being.” 

At that time, Europe’s leaders 
were already deeply involved in 
the new concepts. The treaty 
establishing a European coal 
and steel community as propos- 
ed by France’s Robert Schunran 
in 1950 was ratified in 1952. 

The Schuman plan paved the 
way for the two treaties just 
signed in Rome. It linked the 
same six nations—France, West 
Germany, Belgium, Italy, The 
Netherlands and Luxemburg— 
in a single market for the two 
vital industrial commodities. 

The proposed general com- 
mon market—‘“proposed”  be- 
cause the two treaties must yet 
be ratified—will link the six na- 
tions in a broad, customs-free 
trade zone. 

The nuclear 1 for peaceful 
development of atomic energy 
—“Euratom’—is designed to 
start a European nuclear indust- 
ry, and has been promised con- 
siderable. American support. 
Euratom, rather than the in- 
dividual states, would own fis- 
sionable materials. needed for 
the production of atomic ener- 
ey The six nations have reaf- 
firmed their termination to 
continue with other efforts “to- 
ward a more and more complete 
European’ integration.” The 
benefits, as Eisenhower said re- 
cently, should be substantial— 
not only for Europe but for the 


‘entire free world.

April 1.was formerly a very 
important day in the life of the 
Japanese, as it was the day 
when all put away their winter 
clothing and changed to spring 
attire. Since very early days, 
the people have regulated their. 
life by the seasons and set 
definite days to change their 
clothing. 

The system of koromogae or 
dress change first started in the 
Court and soon followed. by 
the general public. Genji mono- 
gatari or tales of Genji written 
at the beginning of the 11th 
ceutury mentions this custom. 
At first in the Court, the change 
in type of. apparel was made 


“only twice a year,.on April 1 


and Oct. 1. ‘ 

As the custom became gener- 
ally followed and a new kind of 
kimono padded with cotton hbe- 
¢ame widely worn, the people 
came to change their clothing 
four times a year. There were 
three types of dresses, the un- 
lined’ kimono for hot weather, 
the lined dress used in the mild 
season, and the lined and padded 
one for the cold season. 

The system became very firm- 
ly established in the Tokugawa 
period at the beginning of the 
17th century. Under the Toku- 
gawas the lined kimono was 
worn from April 1 until May 
4,.. From May 5 to the end of 
August, unlined kimono was 
worn. Then from Sept. 1 to 
the lined dress was worn 
again. For almost six months, 
from Sept. 9 to the end of 
March in: the following - year, 
they wore the padded winter 
dress. 

This rule was strictly follow- 
ed by all the people. . The 
koromogae of April 1 was par- 
ticularly important‘as it was 
the day to cast away winter at- 
tire and change to _ spring 
clothes. | 


Of course, this old custom was 
totally discontinued under the 
Meiji restoration. But the peo- 
ple still have a very keen sense 
of dress in connection with the 
season. They insist on having 
besides winter and summer 
wear in the mild season of 
clothes, something different to 
spring and winter even when 
they wear Western dresses. 


Hope in Cyprus 

LONDON—Nearly all the 
papers welcome the British 
Government’s decision to release 
Archbishop Makarios. 

The Times, independent, says 
Mr. Lennox-Boyd’s statement in 
the Commons on Cyprus was 
the most hopeful yet. Coupled 
with the statement by Arch- 
bishop Makarios, it could open 
the way for fruitful. talks be- 
tween the British Government 
and Cypriot representatives on 
internal problems on the is- 
land, the emergency force, and 
the form of future constitution. 
The statements come at a time 
when violence, in fact, is about 
to cease altogether. The Times 
argues that it is now up to 
Archbishop Makarios to say 
whether he will discuss the con- 
stitutional future of Cyprus on 
the conditions laid down by Mr. 
Lennox-Boyd. 

But the paper feels that such 
talks should not be delayed, as 
the Government wishes, until 
after conciliation talks within 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization on the international 
status of Cyprus are held. The 
Times says the advantage of 
bringing NATO into the discus- 
sions is that it offers us a way 
of reconciling the aspirations of 
the Cypriots with the require- 
ments of Allied strategy and 
Turkish security but the Greeks 
have opposed it. 

Mr. Lennox-Boyd is almost 
certainly right in his contention 
that the settlement of the inter- 
nal constitutional issue cannot 
be achieved until there is some 
understanding on the island’s 
international status. But, says 
the Times, he is wrong to sug- 
gest that negotiations on the 
first cannot be opened until 
there is hope of the second 
yielding results. They must

The recent letter by “Unbrain- 
washed Protestant” (March 21) 
has aptly stated the case in Red 
China with respect to the decep- 
tive statements of pro-Commun- 
ist NCC leader Wu Yao-tsung 
(Y.T. Wu) of Peiping. I hearti- 
ly concur in any exposure of the 
lying statements issued by these 
puppet church leaders in Com- 
munist nations. 


John A. Moss of Niigata asks 
for substantiation of the charge 
made by “Unbrainwashed Prot- 
‘estant” that “Judas” Wu and 
his henchmen have helped 
brutally to murder 200,000 
Christian martyrs in Red China. 
This would ask for proof of. two 
points: that 200,000 Christians 
have been brutally murdered in 
Red China, and that Y.T. Wu 
and his henchmen did the 
murdering of 200,000 Christian 
martyrs in China, 


The estimate of 200,000 Chris- 
tian martyrs in Red China may 
be foynd also in two American 
books. “Red Dragon Over 
China,” by Lutheran ex-mission- 
ary .to China Rev. Harold H. 
Martinson, (Augsburg Press, 
Minneapolis, Minn. U.S.A., 1956) 
contains on page 158 a reference 
to Chinese Episcopal Bishop 
Quentin K. Y. Huang’s book, 
“Now I Can Tell” (Morehouse- 
Graham Co., New York City, 
1954). Bishop Huang suffered 
considerably under Communists 
before he escaped to Hongkong 
and the West. In his book he 
estimates that up to the end of 
1953 the total number of per- 


sons murdered by Communist ° 


purges in China came to the 
sum of 438,400,000, of whom 
about 200,000 were Christians. 
Of this total Mr. Martinson says, 
“How he obtained his estimate, 
I do not know.” 


,It is my belief that Bishop 
Huang arrived at his estimate 
of Christians martyred by ap- 
plying the ratio of one-half of 
1 per cent to the total which 
he estimated had been killed 
in the nationwide purges. If 
43,400,000 Chinese had been 
liquidated, then, on the basis of 
the numerical ratio between 
Christians (Roman _ Catholic, 
Protestant and others) and the 
total population of China, 217,- 
000 Christians were among the 
total killed. Bishop Huang says 
“about” 200,000 Christians were 
killed, 


On pages 152-160 Mr. Martin- 
son discusses this problem of 
estimating the number of vic- 
tims killed in Communist China 
purges. “The number of ex 
ecutions, of course, is merely 
an estimate but an estimate 
that can be arrived at from dif- 
ferent directions.” Using one 
method, the gathering of many 
personal reports from refugees, 
known population figures per 
county, and estimating on the 
basis of local percentages to a 
national total. Martinson arrived 
at the estimate of 50 million kill- 
ed. At one-half of 1 per cent that 
would give an estimated 250,000 
...ristians among the victims. 


Another method is to add up 
all official Communist Govern- 
ment totals of “reactionary and 
counterrevolutionary elements” 
liquidated and multiply this to 
tal by two. The reason for 
doubling the official totals. is 
based on widespread evidence 
from escapees and deported for- 
eign victims of Communist tri- 
als that Communists only tell 
about half or less, of the actual 
number they judicia'ly murder. 
Foreign government agencies, 
such as the U.S. State Depart- 
ment, refuse to use totals be- 
yond that officially confessed by 
the Communists yet it is almost 
universally admitted that these 
official totals do not begin to 
cover the actual extent of in- 
dividuals killed or dying as a 
result of torment under Red 
methods in China. Martinson, 
basing his estimate on Commu- 
nist Government announced to- 
tals, doubled, reaches again: an 
estimate of over 50 million. 


If any reader cares to know 
in detail how evidence of num- 
bers killed in Communist China 
purges may be gathered by in- 
dividual observers, he may read 
the book, “No Secret Is Safe” 
(Farrar, Straus and Young, 
New York, 1952), by Roman 
Catholic priest Mark Tennien. 


Now I rather suppose Mr. 
Moss will be inclined to ridicule 
this type of “substantiation.” 
We are unable in the nature of 
the case to produce all the 
corpses, carefully rolled up in 
cellophane and serially number- 
ed, to prove that 200,000 Chris- 
tians were brutally murdered 
in Communist China. The Com- 
munist Government has not yet 


begun to provide an annual al- 


manac or memorial volume 
with names, addresses.and other 
vital statistics of the reaction- 
ary rubbish thrown to the gar- 
bage pile outside their New 
China paradise. So Mr. Moss 
is quite safe. However, 1 would 
ask him, how many Christians 
does he think have been mur- 
dered by Communists in Red 
China since 1949. 20,000? 2,000? 
200? 20? 2? None? Does the 
exact total, which any student 
of the problem knows must be 
even more than 200,000, in view 
of the special animosity of com- 
munfsm against all religion and 
Christianity in particular, re 


ally affect the moral issue before 


us as free men? What does 
Mr. Moss think? 


Certainly the charge.that Y.T. 
Wu and his henchmen helped 
to murder 200,000 Christian 
martyrs in China is serious 
charge. Granted that the total 
Christians killed may not be 
200,000 but some unknown total 
either in excess of or less than 
this sum, the charge is still ter- 
ribly serious.. And it is true. 


"Note that the statement did 
not say Y.T. Wu was solely re- 
sponsible.

Nor does it say that Y.T. Wu 
was officially or personally the 
responsible murderer. A hench- 
man (root, “horse man”) is a 
servile follower, an accessory, a 
fellow traveller.” Wu Yao-tsung 
is the chief “henchman” of the 
anti-religious Communist Party 
of China to force the Christians 
of China to commit spiritual 
suicide by compromise, surrend- 
er, and prostitution of soul. 
However. as true Christiaris 
over in China began to see the 
awful trap into which Wu led 
them, many resisted. The man 
Wu and his henchmen have 
openly and ruthessly gone into 
action to force the imprison- 
ment and murder of Christians 
who will not yield.

Lady Chatterley Decision 
To the Editor: , 

Planting the values for moral 
action jn the individual is an 
educational problem. To dic- 


tate moral behavior by law 
is impossible. To attempt to 
do so as in the recent decision 
on Lady Chatterley’s Lover by 
the Supreme Court is a decep- 
tion which falsely relieves the 
government public welfare 
agencies, the schools, and the 
families of their responsibility 
to provide the conditions which 
nourish moral action. 


The reader’s choice of litera- 
ture, the writer’s choice of 
world pictures and one’s judg- 
ment of his actions should al- 
ways be matters of individual 
responsibility. In America the 
prohibitionists, in an attempt 
to divorce themselves of their 
social responsibility to provide 
better living conditions, took 
away a major individual choice 
by law and by this irrespon- 
sible act brought gang wars and 
irresponsible government to 
America. Now, in Japan, read- 
ers, writers, as well as pub- 
lishers have lost certain respon- 
sibilities. 


The recent Supreme Court de- 
cision placed responsibility 
with government law enforce- 
ment agencies to dictate moral- 
ity and thereby relieved gov- 
ernment public welfare agencies 
of their responsibility to alle- 
viate degenerative conditions 
and to educate. This court de- 
cision contains certain inherent 
dangers which could be used as 
a legal precedent for limiting 
some of the public responsibil- 
ity of the press to inform. 


The Japan Times March 25 
editorial supports the decision. 
Today, if you support the right 
of the government to limit book 
publishers and writers, how 
long will it be before you will 
again feel the pinch ‘on your 
freedom of the press? 


Would it not be more realis- 
tic for the courts to place re- 
sponsibility with the prdper 
agencies of government and for 
the press to stick to its respon- 
sibility as a disseminator of in- 
formation rather than becoming 
a moralistic propagandist? Then 
perhaps the public welfare 
agencies, the schools, and the 
families could not close their 
eyes to their social responsibil- 
ity. Yes, as you concluded in 
the March 22 editorial, “Mass 
communication has come a long 
way in postwar years but there 
is vast room for improvement 
in the days ahead.”
